“On the side of Israel," Carter 
said, ‘‘the things that are of deepest 
concern is Israel's refusal to 
acknowledge that UN Resolution 242 
applies clearly to the West Bank, 
their um ess tO grant to the 
West Bank Palestinians — the 
Palestinian Arabs — a right to par- 
ticipate in the determination of their 
own future by voting at the end of the 
five-year period and so forth for the 
kind of affiliation they would have 
with israel or Jordan or under a joint 
administration. And this is a problem 
for which I have no clear solution 
yet. But I believe that the Begin 
government is completely capable of 
negotiating an agreement with 
Egypt.” . 

Last week, shortly after the Begin 
talks here, the president in detail 
spelled out to congressmen and 


ἡ terms, — saying what 
Asrael has agreed to do rather than 
what Israel refuses to do. 

On the fighting in South Lebanon, 
the president strongly demanded 
Israeli military withdrawal. “We 
are attempting to terminate as 
rapidly 88 possible the military 
presence of Israel in Southern 
Lebanon through UN action,” he 


“T believe this is the proper way to 
do it, rather than unilateral action on 
our part, which probably would be 
unsuccessful in any case, to get 
Israel to withdraw," the president 
continued. “The presence of UN 
forces — the French, the Swedes and 
others — I believe is the practical 
way. and it maruhals the opinion of 
the entire world through the UN 
against the Israeli presence being 
retained in Lebanon.” 

Carter said that the U.S. had taken 
the. initiative at the UN to secure 
Israeli withdrawal -- “I might say

Panel to examine possible 
freeze on prices and taxes

TEL AVIV. — A possible freeze on 
prices and taxes will be looked into 
by a top-level Histadrut-Government 
committee commissioned to come 
up with recommendations by Tues- 
day. This was the only concrete 
result of yesterday afternoon's 
meeting between Histadrut 
secretary-generai Yeruham Meshel 
and Finance Minister Simha 

Ehrlich. . 

The committee, to be headed by 
Finance Ministry director-general 
Amiram Sivan, will examine the 
possibility of freezing government- 
controlled prices and all taxes, in- 
cluding VAT, until October. 

Ehrlich told Meshel he would be 
willing to freeze taxes and 
government-controlled prices if the 
Histadrut would settie for less for 
civil servants than the 15 per cent in- 
crease granted to production 


workers. He said the freeze would 
deprive the Treasury of IL3 billion 
and added that the government has 
already made its contribution by not 
raising prices for six weeks and by 

the income tax scale. He 
said he had other demands, in- 
cluding the elimination of summer 
hours in government offices, and 8 
more flexible work day — which are 
among the matters to be examined 
by the joint committee. 

Meshe! replied by stating that he 
and Ehrlich are not broadcasting on 
the same wavelength, The Histadrut 
will not retreat from its demands for 
10 to 15 per cent wage increases. 
“And even if the minister agrees to 
give 10 to 15 per cent, we still need 
his help in keeping prices down. 
Otherwise, we will not be able to 
stick to our policy. We will not let the 
nominal increase in workers’ pay 
become a decrease in purchasing

Assad retains

The spokesman's statement was 
coupled with radio reports dramatiz- 
ing current Arab efforts to heal rifts 
between Egypt and Arab states 
which oppose Sadat's peace over- 
ture. At the same time, the Arab 
press widely reported Sadat's hints 
to other Arab leaders that he may 
drop his peace initiative with Israel 
altogether. 

The Defence Minister's mission 
was shrouded with secrecy. The in-

Major Saad Haddad, commander 
of the Christian forces in South 
Lebanon, said yesterday that 
terrorists in the Arnoun ridge over 
the Litani River had fired yesterday 
with mortars and artillery on his 
troops in the town of Taibeh. The 
Christians returned fire from the 
Klea area. Haddad said the 
terrorists are reinforcing 
themselves In the Arnoun area and 
there are also many Iraqi soldiers 
there.

“The Washington Post" wrote on 
Wednesday that, according to in- 
formed U.S. sources, Carter was 
convinced after his talks with Begin 
that, at least on the problem of the 
West Bank, Begin’s views are an un- 
shakable matter of deep conviction. 
And since these questions are 
geen as “absolutely fundamental” 
{in the words of Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance), the inescapable U.S. 
conclusion is that progress on peace 
in the Middle East is unlikely as long 
as Begin remains in power. 

Last Tuesday, after extensive 
talks with Begin, the president wrote. 
his own summary of Israeli policy on 
current issues of the Middle Haat 
peace process. 

Carter's notes, as read to two con- 
gressional committees at the White 
House, reveal the presidential 
Perceptions that underlie the im- 
passe with Israel's leader. .. 

Begin's basic positions were well 
known to U.S. diplomats before she 
meetings, But until then it was un- 
clear whether these were 
postures from which retreat could be 
Negotiated, or whether they 
represented Begin’s bedrock policy. 

In the U.8. view, the collapse of the 
drive toward a settlement would be 
particularly tragic because Sadat 
and other Arab leaders are showing 
greater flexibility in private than 
ever before. This perception is 
behind two U.S. “‘assumptions” that 
were explained to Begin and record- 
ed in Carter’s notes. 

The “assumptions” are that, 
despite public statements to the con- 
trary, total Israeli withdrawal from 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip 
would not be required in a final 
Peace agreement and that no in- 
dependent Palestinian state should 
be created.

Four policemen 
charged with

beating musician 

Four policemen were indicted in 
the Jerusalem District Court yester- 
day on charges of breaking the nose 
of a musician they allegedly beat up 
after they stopped him for drunken 
driving. An officer who allegedly 
tried to cover up the beating was also 
indicted. 

According to the charge sheet, 
patrolmen Felix Yahalom and Eli 
Bahit stopped musician Ilan 
Novakowitz near the Old City’s Jaffa 
gate one night in July last year 
-because his driving was erratic and 
he seemed drunk. Novakowitz gave 
them his papers and they demanded 
that he accompany them to their car. 
The musician refused and the 
patrolmen asked their officer, 
Mefakeah Ya'acov Shrendel, who 
was also indicted, for permission to 
use force, the charge sheet says. 

The prosecution claims that 
Yahatom and Bahit injured 
Novakowitz in his eye while taking , 
him into custody. When they arrived 
at the police station, Shrendel 
ordered that Novakowitz be held ina 
lock-up for 48 hours, even though the 
prosecution claims he had no legal 
justification for this, and that he 
wanted to cover up for the beating. 
Before Novakowitz was put in a cell, 
Shrendel told the two other 
policemen who were indicted, 
Raphael Amir and Ovadia Zaragari, 
to take him to hospital for first aid. 
On the way, the charge sheet says, 
Novakowttz was only half-conscious 
but cursed the police. Zaragari and 
Amir then broke his nose and a tooth 
and kicked him all over his body, the

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Kidnappers publish letter from Moro 
Abducted ex-premier 
suggests making deal 


ROME (AP). — A handwritten and 
signed letter from kidnapped former 
Premier Aldo Moro suggesting an 
exchange with jailed terroriets waa 
aaid to be authentic yesterday. But it 
was believed to have been written 
under duress from his Red Brigades 
captors. ᾿ 

The 700-word letter, made public 
in Rome, Turin and Genoa on 
Wednesday night by Moro's abduc- 
tors, was addressed to Interior 
Minister. Francesco Cossiga and 
recalled past prisoner and spy ex- 


changes. 

In the letter, Moro said: “I am 
subjected to a popular trial...and 
risk being made to talk in a way 
which could be able and 
datigerous in certain situations," the 
letter said in an apparent allusion to 
physical violence. 

“The sacrifice of the innocenta in 
the name of an abstract principle of 
legality while an indisputable state 
of necessity calls for the rescue [8 in- 
admissible.” All states agreed with 
this view except Israel and West 
Germany, ‘‘but not in the Lorenz 
case," the letter said. 

The letter also cited ‘‘the ex- 
changes between Brezhnev and 
(Chilean leader General Agante) 
Pinochet, the many exchanges of 
spies, the expulsion of dissidents 
from Soviet territory." 

Moro implied that his life is in 
danger and suggested that interven- 
tion by Pope Paul would be helpful. 

Moro did not elaborate but Pope 
Paul is a friend of 40 years standing 
who has prayed publicly for the safe 
return home of “Aldo Moro, who is 
dear to us." 

The Vatican indicated yesterday 


that it was ready to help secure 
Moro's release but more Information 
was necessary to clarify many 
“obscure and uncertain points."" 
Prosecutor Luciano Infelisi noted: 
“More was clearly forced to write 
some parts of his letter.” Political 


Sera” sald a ᾿ 

Moro, considered a prime can- 
didate to succeed President Giovan- 
nf Leone when the post becomes va- 
cant this December, was kidnapped 
by the Red Brigades after a street 
ambush in which five of his 
bodyguards were slain. 

Fifteen members of the Red 
Brigades, including their founder 
Renato Curcio, are on trial in Turin 
on charges of forming an armed 
gang to topple the state. Officials say 
the Moro letter may be the first step 
in an eventual terrorist demand to 
exchange Moro for those on trial. 

Two weeks after the kidnapping, 

no firm clues emerged in Italy's 
biggest manhunt, involving 50,000 
troops and soldiers aided by anti- 
guerrilla experts from Britain and 
West Germany. 
_ Officlal bodies are not alone in 
their search for Moro’s kidnappers. 
Italy’s Mafia bosses had announced 
that they would kill eight imprisoned 
Bed Brigades leaders at 4 2.m. 
yesterday if Moro was not released. 
Police sald later yesterday that the 
plot had apparently fizzled. Crime 
has dropped by @0 per cent since 
police started to comb the country 
for Moro. 


Dollar recovers, but not for 
long, say Tokyo moneymen 


TOKYO (Reuter). — The dollar 
recovered after dropping again to its 
record postwar low level of 220.70 
yen on the Tokyo foreign exchange 
market yesterday. 

Dealers warned, however, 
they saw the recovery as a “‘passing 
phenomenon" and they thought the 
yen would soon continue its recent 
vise. 


The dollar closed, here yesterday 
at 222.70 yen, up sharply from an 
opening of 220.90 and Wednesday 
night's close of 221.60. 

The Bank of Japan did not in- 
tervene, but trading was active with 
$544m. changing hands, dealers said. 


Concern over Japan's enormous 
trade surplus and America's big 
trade deficit has been the basic 
cause of the recent spectacular fall 
of the dollar which plunged to record 
lows on four consecutive days 
against the yen in Tokyo this week. 


A Foreign Ministry spokesman an- 
nounced yesterday that the world 
etonomy and currency problems 
will be major topics when Japanese 
Prime Minister Takeo Fukuda 
meets President Carter in 
Washington on May 3. 

Fukuda said earlier this week he 
would do his utmost in Washington 
and at a seven-nation summit in 
Bonn. next July to seek understan-

ding to stabilize the international 
monetary situation. 

He also said an accord between 
Japan, the U.S., and West European 
nations, with co-ordination of their 
economic policies was the only way 
towards stabilizing major curren- 
cies. 

The average on the Tokyo Stock 
Market rose to a postwar record high 
for the third consecutive day. At the 
close of trading it stood at 5,421.28. 

Stock prices have been rising 
sharply in the past few days because 
surplus funds have been flowing into 
the market following a cut in the 
Bank of Japan's official discount 
rate to 3.5 per cent and the yen's 
sharp appreciation, dealers said. 

Some tovestors have been taking 
their savings out of banks and bonds 
to buy stocks because of falling in- 
terest rates following the central 
bank's reduction. 


A steep rise in the yen's value used 
to depress the stock market. But it 
recently turned into a bullish factor 
as large amounts of dollars flowing 
into Japan turned into surplus yen 
funds through central bank interven- 
tion on the Tokyo foreign exchange 
market. 

The Bank of Japan is estimated to 
have bought about $5b. on the foreign 
exchange market this month to de- 
fend the ailing U.S. currency. 


Zambia puts 
squeeze on 
copper price 


LUSAKA. — Zambla said yesterday 
& is reducing copper exports, Its 
main source of foreign exchange, in 
an attempt to force up the world 
price of the mineral. 

Zambia also blamed transport and 
production difficulties and said that 
about a sixth of its exports would be 
affected. The land-locked country is 
In the throes of an economic crisis 
caused partly by the world slump in 
copper prices in 1974-75. Copper

Carter replied that if Humphrey 
wished to take a hand, he might com- 
municate his views to Begin. ‘I'll do 
it,” wag the reply — and he made it 
clear that he would do it with his own 
ideas and in his own way. 

This was the beginning of the last 
of a lifetime of public business for 
Hubert Humphrey: 2 personal plea 
to Israel, which he long had sup- 
ported, for flexibility and restraint in 
the search for peace.

HIS LETTER to Begin, completed’ 


and dispatched before he died, lives 
on in controversy after his death. 
Charges have arisen and were 
debated in Wi in the past 
few weeks that the dying senator 
was “pressured" into a statement 
that did not convey his views by an 
Administration at odds with Israel.

“It was Humphrey's idea to do it, 
and he did it himself.

“This was Hubert Humphrey's 
letter, and he was very careful about 
it's phraseology,” said Richard 
McCall, the legislative aide who 
assisted in the drafting. 

Muriel Humphrey, who said she 
was ‘‘fully aware of the events" con- 
cerning her husband's final letter, 
gaid that “T find it very disturbing 
that efforts are being made by some 
to infer that the letter was drafted by 
others, did not fully represent his 
views or that he was not alert at the 
time. These charges simply are not 
true and do Hubert a great diss¢r- 
viee."* 


IMMEDIATELY after his conversa- 
tion with Carter, Humphrey 
telephoned McCall, who was in 
Washington, and instructed him to 
draft a letter. Humphrey gave an 
outline of his view that If there was 
Boing to be a mideast settlement, 
Israel as well as the Arab states 
would have to show some “give.” 


He explained, according to 
Gartner, that this measage should be 
delivered “very tactfully." Begin 
had called on Humphrey in his apart- 
ment during the Israeli leader's 
Washington trip in mid-December, 
and the senator, according to 
friends, felt that a blunt approach 
would not work. 

McCall wrote the draft of the letter 
in Washington and telecopied it to 

‘the Minneapolis office Tuesday mor- 
ning — the day after Carter's call — 
for delivery to Humphrey's home in 
Waverly. 

Gartner, who was with Humphrey, 
said Humphrey went over the draft 
three times sitting in his living room. 
He felt the points were well taken, 

‘but that jt was “a Httle too strong” 
and should be toned down for greater 
effectiveness, 

” Wi morning, Secretary of 

State Cyrus Vance telephoned 

Humphrey. Vance had just briefed a 

group. of senators on the Middle 

East, ἃ group that would have been 

led by Humphrey under other cir- 
cumstances. 
told Vance he was draft- 
ing a letter to Begin and explained 
the gist of it. Vance told aides later 
that he could tell from hia voice and 
speech that Humphrey was fading. 
A short time later McCall called to 
read the revised letter to the senator. 

Humphrey approved it and said It 

was just what he wanted to say. He 
instructed the aide to have the letter 


way to Hamilton and myself."

That too bothered 
All this culminated in an unplea- 
sant development at the end of 
February, when Siegel spoke on a 
panel before the Young Leadership 
of the United Jewish Appeal. I was 
the moderator of that panel, and can 
attest that he loyally defended the 
Administration's policies, including 
the sale of F-15 fighter bombers to 
Saudi Arabia. The nearly 800 people 
in the audience booed and hissed 
when Siegel said that the F-15 was 
largely a ‘defensive’ interceptor, 
with limited offensive capability. 
That was what Siegel had been told 


by Jessica Tuchman of the National Ὁ 


Security Council at a briefing for 
senior White House staff. And Siegel 
repeated it before the UJA group. 

Siegel also told the UJA that Saudi 
Arabia's airbase at Tabuk, 200 kms. 
southeast of Eilat, was civilian, not 
military. Here too he was booed. But 
this is what he had been told by the 
National Security Council. 

So when he returned to the White 
House, he telephoned the Defence 
Department to get some informa- 
tion. He was told the following: 1. 
Yes, the F-15 is the world's best 
“fighter/bomber" with considerable 
offensive punch. In fact, McDonnell- 
Douglas advertises the aircraft in 
aviation journals as ‘the ground at- 
tack fighter,"’ capable of delivering 
“up to 15,000 pounds of ordnance in 
five different modes and qualified 
for delivery of conventiona} and 
guided air-to-surface weapons. The 
F-15 Eagle. Air-to-air or air-to- 
ground, it's the same fighter." 2. 
Yes, Tabuk was a major military 
base which was being built with U.S. 
assistance, 


SIEGEL felt that he had been jied to 


— and he wrote an angry memo the 
next day to Jordan saying that he. 
could no longer go out and defend the 
Administration's Middle East 
policy. He wanted to he relieved of 
his duties as-Haigor with the Jewish 
community. But he was ready to 
stay on in the White House and fulfil 
hia other responsibilities. 

But after word reached the press 
of Siegel's wish to stop being the 
Jewish affairs liaison, his days at the 
White House were numbered. He 
resigned a few days later. 

Right now, Siegel is deciding what 
to do next in his career. A Ph.D. in 
political science, he has several op- 
tions — continued public service, 
academia, the private sector. 
Already, he 1s being flooded with 
requests to go out on the lecture cir- 
cult. 

Whatever his decision, It’s certain 
that we haven't yet heard the last 
of him. Nor have Carter and the 
White House. 


signed and delivered to the Israeli 
Embassy for transmission to Begin. 
In Washington Wednesday after- 


noon, the letter was sent to the - 


Israeli Embassy. About two hours 
later, according to McCall, he heard 
from Max Kampelman, 8 
Washington attorney long close to 
Humphrey and one of his contact 
points with the American Jewish 
community. 

According to McCall and Gartner, 
Kampelman questioned whether 
Humphrey wanted to take the posi- 
tion of the letter, prodding Israel in 
gentle but unmistakable terms to 
greater ‘give’ on the Sinai 
settlements and West Bank. 
Kampelman aiso had some 
suggestions on wording of several 
points in the letter. The aides assum- 
ed that Kampelman had been in con- 
tact with the Israell Embassy. 

Kampelman later sald that he had 
discussed the letter with Am- 
bagsador Simcha Dinitz, who was 
described as not particularly happy 
about it, and Kampelman confirmed 
that he had some suggestions on word- 
ing. He recalled, however, that he 
had heard about the letter earlier 
and had seen an early draft, and that 
Humphrey told him by telephone to 
communicate his views to McCall. 

When Kampelmen's suggestions 
were received Wednesday after- 
noon, it was too late to transact 
business with Hubert Humphrey. 
About midday Wednesday, he had 
begun visibly to sink and was now in 
Jong periods of sleep with only inter- 
raittent minutes of consciousness. 

McCall and Gartner accepted two 
of Kampelman's suggestions, which 
did not change the meaning and 
would In their minds have been 
accepted by Humphrey. They declin- 
éd to accept one suggestion, also of a 
minor nature, which they were not 
gure about. The letter was retyped, 
signed by a mechanical pen in 
Humphrey's office and sent In revis- 
ed form to the Israel! Embassy. 

Two days tater, on January 13, 
Hubert Humphrey died. More than a 
week after that someone, generally 
believed to be a Carter Administra- 
tion official, passed along the news 
of the letter to the "New York 
Times.” 

The Times" published a brief ac- 
count on January 25 ‘under the 
headline, ‘Humphrey urged Israeli 
flexibility." The following day the 
Israeli Embassy protested that the 
“Times's account did not reflect 
the “‘essence’’ and ‘‘spirit'’ of 
Humphrey's letter to Begin. 

The controversy grew from 
differences about the meaning of 
Humphrey's final political act to 
charges that Humphrey didn't write 
it, and that the Carter Administra- 
tton had manipulated a dying man in 
a battle with the country he had 
usuaily supported,

The Towér of London, one of the 
world’s most famous buildings, 15 900 
years old this year. ‘‘Observer" 


writer Patrick O'Donovan describes 
its long and often bloody history and 
its life today as major show piece. 


AMONG the sweetest and strangest 
Jobs !n England is that of the Resi- 
dent Governor of the Tower of Lon- 
don. Major-General William Digby 
Manifold Raeburn, CB, DSO, MBE. 
MA, commands the garrison of 37 
Yeoman Warders, the picturesque 
precas popularly known as 

eefeaters, and the beautifully 
turned-out custodians of the various 
buildings of the Tower. 

General Raeburn 48 soft-spoken, 
authoritative, and could as well be 
head of an Oxford college as com- 
mander of a division. 

His home, the King’s House, 1s like 
a rambling, helf-timbered Tudor 
manor house and gives access to the 
cell in which the martyred Thomas 
More was kept by Henry VIII. 


‘WILLIAM the Conqueror began his 
new stone castle on the north bank of 
the River Thames on 1078, and from 
that time it hag never been taken by 
storm. Whoever held the Tower held 
London and whoever holds London 
has a pretty sure grip at least on 
England. It has from time to time 
seared the wits out of the City and 
the ruling classes. It hag been a 
major instrument of policy. Only 
great, impassioned mobs heve ever 
shaken it. 

Ita centre is William's White 
Tower. It waa finished by his son 
William Rufus. It is called white 
because it was once painted so. It 
was cleaned a year or 50 ago but is 
turning black again. 

‘This tower once ruled over ἃ sea of 
little, creeping, crooked houses, ‘of 
two-storied mansions and stump- 
towered churches. It looks square 
but is quite irregular in shape. Henry 
VIII crowned its corners with its pre- 
sent cupolas and Christopher Wren 
inserted the palatial windows in its 
sides. The result.is an utterly satiafy- 
ing building that never gets its due of 
architectural admiration. 

It is mostly museum inside, There 
is a collection of armour that glitters 


itke silver and has an abstract beav- 
ty that 18 slightly enhanced by its 
hint of gentlemaniy menace. Willy- 
nilly, however, itis dominated by the 
bombastic emptiness of Henry VII's 
steel cod-plece, upon which most 
people seem to prefer not to cam- 
ment while they peer, though barren 
women used to stick ping into its lin- 
ing, which betrayed a misplaced 
trust in 80 infertile 2 prince. 


THE CONTINUAL modification and 
enlargement of the castle, as well as 
its uses, both practical and horrid, 
give it 119 historical potency. A wall 
was built around it with 13 towers 
and another wall and 2 moat beyond 
that — to keep up with the military 
fashion. Within these 18 acres, a 
townlet was and still is ‘being bullt. 


For example, in 1841 the Grand 
Storehouse burnt down in a most 
spectacular manner, assisted by the 
fact that the sentry, obeying orders, 
would not Jet the strange fire engines 
into the precinct. The Storehouse 
was built to house the arms and 
equipment of the entire British Ar. 
my. However, as ordnance depots 
grew elsewhere, it declined into a 
military museum and repository for 
war trophies. 

That gone, they put a barrack for 
the Roya! Fusiliers in its place. The 
Fusiliers gone, they put the Crown 
Jewels in a part of it, opened some 
flats for the Yeomen Warders and 
the Officer of the Guard, and recent- 
ly turned the rest into an enter- 
taining museum of Oriental arms 
and armour, of which Britain owns 
an unfair share. 


THE TOWER has most notoriously 
been used as the supreme State 
prison, deadly rather than dis- 
graceful. The various towers in the 
wall — the Salt Tower, the Bloody 
Tower, the Beauchamp Tower — 


“ have long Hsts of inmates who were 


innocents of accidental dynastic im- 
portance or men made foolish by the 


lust for power, or were prisoners of 
thelr own consciences or traitors or 
men in the way of other men. And 
often the categories merged mis- 
erably Into each other. 

For discreet executions, they used 
the green lawns within the walls. It 
took Queen Elizabeth I's executioner 
three whacks to despatch the proud 
Earl of Essex, one on the head, one 
on the back, one on the neck. Anne 
Boleyn was decapitated cleanly by a 
swordsman imported from Calais. 

‘The place was other things. It was 
8 menagerie. Foreign kings used to 
send wild anlmals as presents, There 
was usually a lion named after the 
reigning monarch, and the Duke of 
Wellington was annoyed when one of 
them bit a guardaman. They used to 
be kept in the Lion Tower. They were 
moved to the new zoo in Regents 
Park in 1834, 

The place was the Treasury where 
coins were kept in barrels. The 
regalia of course was here. It was an 
observatory and a mint and a record 
office. Now it is one of the 750 
Monuments looked after by the 
Department of the Environment. 


‘IP THE TOWER looks itke a 


tourist's dream of history as 8 
rollicking story, it has still its other 
side. In 1876, Queen Victoria visited 
the Church of St. Peter ad Vincula. It 
is late Gothic, plain, a small discreet 
Parish church. The Queen saw 
broken pavements and exposed 
bones. She ordered it to be reverent- 
ly restored. They found under the 
nave 133 skeletons tumbled in the 
dust of their boxes. 

Some were executed victims of 
State, some merely dead. They iden- 
tified 33 of them. They were put into 
lead-lined boxes and sealed away un- 
der the floor. Under the chancel, 
they found two dukea and two of 
Henry's queens, all with their heads 
tree of their spines, The historian 
Macaulay called this the saddest 
place in the world.

TEN YEARS ago he was certain that .

.Hefford attends to every detail.

“The trouble," he says, “is that 
every country wants the same sort of 
show as the one before, while I 
prefer to think of each celebration as 
a production in its own right."" 
Naturally there are common 
features in every celebration. A 
country's independence is a very 
serious matter, as well as being an 
excuse for a carnival, so he likes to 


- build the four or five-day event 
‘around the tradittonal institutions, 


or protocol. for the formal transfer 
of power. 

For example, there's usually the 
State Opening of Parlament, the 
raising of the new national flag, the 
handing over of what is Jegalistically 
termed the Constitutional 
Instruments, the State Banquet and 
sometimes a State Ball.

Within that framework, Hefford 
likes to bring out the natfonal flavour 
of the country, — 

The Seychellois, for example, are 


keen on sports, so emphasis was 
placed on football, boxing and 
basketball contests with tears from 
Kenva and Tanzania. 

African countries, by and large, 
Itked to concentrate on tribal dan- 
cing. 

In Barbados, he had the cooks at 
the Hilton Hotel make up a pudding 
in the national colours, called "The 
Flaming Banner of Independence," 
and in Guyana, he laid stress on the 
turtle soup prepared from turtles 
caught in the Pomeroon river. 


THE CUTTING of the colonia! apron 
strings, however, has not always 
been undertaken in political calm. 
In Sierra Leone, it was conducted 
under a state of emergency after 
threata of sabotage.

The visit of 
Princess Alexandra, who was to 
have presided over the event, was 
called off at 48 hours’ notice. 

And in Malta, in 1964, there were 
demonstrations instigated by the 
then Labour party opposition led by 
the present Prime Minister, Dom 
Mintoff. 

Throughout it all, the handovers 
have gone otherwise as planned and 
the traditional raising of the new flag 
at midnight has never been a minute 
late, 

Counting the Solomons, Hefford 
will have launched altogether some 
76 million people from 11 countries 
into nationhood. If he had made a 
nominal charge per head, he would 
be very rich indeed by now.

WASHINGTON. — If strategists in 
Washington and in Moscow are cor- 
rectly reading each other’s 
diplomatic signals, the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union are facing their most 
important policy conflict since the 
Carter Administration took office. 

Although there 15 no crisis, a ma- 
jor stock-taking on the Carter Ad- 
ministration is believed to be under 
way in the Kremlin. The timing is 
dramatized by the clash of American 
and Soviet interests in the Horn of 
Africa. Beyond that flashpoint, the 
full sweep of U.S.-Soviet détente 
relationships appears to be up for 
scrutiny.

7 Solar-powered cars, faster: 
rockets, due to new science 


By HAREY WALL

,BEERSHEBA.— Automobile drivers 
in Israel may one day be able to pull 
into roadside filling stations where, 
instead of buying petrol, they can 
refue] their engines with solar- 
charged batteries. -- 

This is the scenario drawn by Prof. 
Hermann Branover as one of the 
Many practical applications of the 
young science of magneto 
hydrodynamics (MHD). Prof. 
Branover is the chairman of the se- 
cond International MHD Conference 
which clozes at Ben-Gurion Univer- 
sity today after four days of 
deliberations. . 

MHD is concerned with the con- 
duct of electricity through the flow of 
uids, such as Nquid metals, in the 
presence of a magnetic field. The 
science was founded about 20 years 
ego by a Swedish physicist named 
Alfven, who combined the dis- 
ciplines of electro-and 

arnics. Since then, the prin- 
ciples of NHD have heen used to ex- 
plain cosmic -fhmamens like the 
-appearance sunspots and the 
structure of the galaxies. 

On a more practical level has been 
the development of pumps. 
“An MHD pump is a relatively sim- 
ple device which works in a specially 
arranged magnetic Held to force li- 
quids out of ἃ combustion chamber 
at a high velocity," explains 
Branover, a Russian emigrant who 
came here in 1972. “The advantages 
of this pump,” he continues, “are 
that it has no mechanical parts — so 
is unlikely to break down — and it is 
100 per cent hermetically sealed.” 
. Being completely sealed, the pump 
ἐπ ideal for use in nuclear reactors,

Some 40,000 empty flats 
could be rented out

TEL AVIV. — Some 40.000 flats stan- 
ding empty today could be rented 
out, thus easing the housing shortage 
in the large cities, Shmuel 
Tulchinsky, board chairman of the 
Genera! Mortgage Bank, aaid at the 
bank’s annual meeting this week. 
His figures were based on a survey 

by the Electric Corporation. 

Tulchinsky admitted that some of 
these 40,000 flats “might be empty 
because they were about to be 
destroyed, others might be ‘summer 
homes’, but the majority were new, 
or almost new, flats which parents 
had bought for their children, flata 
owned by people who had left the 
country, and flats owned by ‘poten- 
tial’ immigrants who had failed to 
come yet." 

The speaker believed the owners 
of these flats would rent them if their 
income was not eaten up by taxes 
and if they could be sure they could 
regain vacant possession without 
problems. 

He added that the present Tenants 
Protection Law should be changed so 
that the owners of the flats, perhaps 
by paying back key-money received, 
could again possess an income 
producing property. 

In an overall survey of the building 
situation, Tulchinsky noted that the 
number of building starts had 
dropped steadily since 1974, from 
7.4m. sq.m. to 4.6m. sq.m. in 1977. 
This roughly followed the 
government's pattern of reducing 
the building pace, but it had created 
a situation where there was almost a 
complete freeze in the development 
areas (where the government built), 
while in the cities (where private 
contractors built) construction con- 
tinued, if at a lesser pace. 


However, due to Inflation and the 
government's desire to do away with 
Hnked mortgages, rents had soared. 
Two things emerged from 1118: con- 
tractors were still unwilling to build 
for rental, and families could nat af- 
ford to pay current rents. 

The problem could be solved by 
persuading the government to 
allocate cheap butiding land, easing 
the tax burdens on those who built 
for rental, and giving these contrac- 
tors easy credit terms. Thus the con- 
tractors could pass on these benefits 
to those paying rent. 


At present, the high cost of rents 
forced young couples to buy 4 small 
flat and to go into long-term debt. 
Before they managed to pay It off, 
they hed to buy a larger flat, again 
going into debt. 

As for the bank's profit and Joss 
sheet, the figures show that the 
number of loans the banks granted in 
1977 stood at 51,678, an increase of 5.6 
per cent over the previoua year. 
However. the loang granted, 
1L3,342m., increased by only 30.5 per 
cent (less than the inflationary 
spiral), 

The -balance shegt stood at 
1L7,307m., an increase of 39.9 per 
cent over 1976, 

Profits after tax were IL68m., an 
increase αἵ 50.7 per cent over the 
previous year (these figures are bas- 
ed on revising the 1976 figures to 
make them comparable to the 1977). 
However, the bank earned another 
156m. from linkage increments, but 
in line with directives by the Con- 
troller of Banks, dividends could not 
be pald on this, for the time being. 

The bank decided to pay an 18 per 
cent cash dividend for 1977 [the 
same as in 1976). and a 40 per cent 
bonus share dividend (twice that of 
1976}. 


De Beers cuts gem supply 30%

TEL AVIV. — The Central Selling 
Organization (CSO), the marketing 
arm of De Beers, the world’s largest 
supplier of diamonds, surprised the 
diamond industry this week when it 
cut its supply of raw diamonds at the 
London sight by about 30 per cent. 
The CSO holds ten sales a year, call- 
ed sights, at whiéh unpolished 
diamonds are offered in closed 
packets. The 800 or so buyera have 
the right to accept or reject the offer, 

although rejections are rare. 

Along with the cut in supplies a 40 
per cent surcharge was imposed on 
the goods offered for sale. 


Most observers had expected De 


Beers to increase the supply #0 25 to 
discourage speculative activity in 
roughs. The company recently had 
advertisements in major 
newspapers throughout the western 
world, warning that ‘speculative 
trading has carried the price of 

diamonds to unjustified levels.” 

In recent months stocks of roughs 
have heen building up and have 
reached prices about 50 per cent 
higher than thorze charged by the 
CSO. The 40 per cent surcharge is 
supposed ta make up for thia dis- 
crepancy. 

In London it was suggested that 
there are not sufficient stocks on 
Hand to have a dampening effect on 
the price of the diamonds held by 
Israeli dealers.

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Weizman’s message

Lf President Sadat does indeed wish to 
enter into serious negotiations with Israel and if he is genuinely 
interested in peace, as he has consistently proclaimed, then 
gress will be possible. That is certainly the signal of Mr. 
Weizman's visit. : 

On the other hand, if Mr. Sadat believes that his best tactic 
shculd continue to be simply to profess his desire for peace 
through the media, especially the American media, and allow 
ths Carter Administration to bludgeon Israel into submitting to 

i ands, then there will be continuing deadlock, with all 
th ers inherent in it. 
atever differences exist within the government, and 
Ae government and the opposition, there should be no 
mistake in Cairo that Israel will forfeit its vital interests or 
yasic positions with an Egypt that is not prepared to negotiate. 

Not even President Carter can be a point man for Egypt, if 
there is no real will in Cairo to reach a mutually acceptable 
compromise with Israel. 

Perhaps this too will be made clear during Mr. Weizman's 
talks. If so the impasse of the past few months may be over- 
come.

Thus they have no first hand 
knowledge of the daily indignities and injuries heaped on the 
bus-riding public by the largely indifferent cooperatives who 
send to view the bus service as their private fiefdom. 

These attitudes are not new; they lie at the root of the 
deteriora:ion of bus service and of the impermeability of the 
cooperatives’ management to proposals for improvements. 

It is well therefore that the Minister of Transport be subjected 
to the pressure of an organized interest group.

The limits of pressure 


YOSEF GOELL points out the 
dangers of the Carter Administration 
making unreasonable denjands on 


THE DRAMATIC political events of 
the past two weeka --- the stark con- 
frontation between Prime Miniater 
Begin and President Carter, and the 
ramifications of that meeting which 
followed upon Begin's return home 
~ have served to divert attention 
from the basics of the current 
political situation to the marginal 
issues of Begin's tactical errors on 
"242" and the settlements. 

While it is understandable that the 
Labour opposition spokesmen in 
Wednesday's Kneszet debate tried to 
exploit Begin's mistakes and his 
misguided resistance to correcting 
them in time, the argument that 
these, and these alone, are responsi- 
ble for the dangerous deterioration. 
in our relations with the Carter Ad- 
ministration and for tne suspension 
of the pedce talks with Egypt simply 
does not hold water. 

The main effect of Begin's wrong- 
headed stands on both these issues 
was te weaken our position in public 
opinion and ir the American political 
community. which should have serv- 
ed us as leverage. 

The reasons for the shift are im- 
pressively recorded elswhere in The 
Jerusalem Post today (in the inter- 
view with Carter's former liaison 
man to the American Jewish com- 
munity, Mark Siegel, on page 5, and 
in the paper delivered at the Shiloah 
Institute colloquium earlier this 
week by a former member οἱ the 
Brookings Report panel, Prof. 
Steven Spiegel. in the Magazine). 

As for the suspension in the talks 
with Egypt, this should not be taken 
too seriously. Such tactics are to be 
expected in international 
negotiations between long-standing 
enemies who may be on the verge of 
bringing about a change in their 
relationship, but are stil] enmeshed 
in the basic causes of their enmity. 
Defence Minister Weizman's invita- 
tion to go to Egvot, and the possibili- 
ty of a resumption of talks in the bi- 
partite military committee. would 
seem to reinforce such a realistic 
perception of the technique of the 
Middle Eastern bargaining process. 


THE MOST URGENT problem to- 
day is the U.S. and not Egypt. 
Egypt's final position in its talks 
with Israel, and Israel's position as 
well, may in the final analysis be a 
function of how the U.S. performs 
and the positions It takes. In his

Begin enumerated the points on 
which the Carter Administration is 
in agreement with Tsrael’s position, 
and the points where there 15 a 
serious divergence between the two 
countries. 

But if one goes beyond enumera- 
tion of specific differences, and even 
beyond the Carter Administration's 
shrewd exploitation of Begin's tac- 
tical mistakes, it is possible to iden- 
tify three factors in current 
American policy which, if not 
altered, will in all likelihood be fatal 
to the peace process. 

If one assumes that the fudamen- 
tal purpose of the Carter Ad- 
ministration in the Middle East Is to 
initiate a process that will end the 80- 
year Arab-Israeli war, ita basle mis- 
take in 1977 was its acceptance of the 
idea that a comprehensive peace 
between Israel and ail its Arab 
enemies. could be attained in one fell 
swoop. Nothing could have served as 
a greater impediment to this process 
than that illusion. 

Prof. Spiegel has spelled out the 
unavoldable consequences of that 
impatient, grand design — the grant- 
ing of veto power té the most radical 
elements among the Arab confronta- 
tion forces, Syria and the PLO, at the 
expense of Egypt. 

Carter, Vance and Brzezinski were 
saved from their obtuseness by 
Sadat's brilliant initiative last 
November. But there is substantial 
evidence that the Americans have 
not completely abandoned their 
fascination with the idea of a one- 
time, comprehensive solution to the 
dispute, and that they have accepted 
the argument that Sadat will never 
conclude so much as a partial 
separate agreement with Israel. 

All indications since the Sadat 
visit, however, seem to point to the 
fact that, for Iarael, the only possible 
agreement that can be expected in 
the first stage is a separate pact with 
Egypt. Any agreement with Israel's 
Arab enemies will have to include 
substantive Israeli concessions in- 
volving as yet unasseasable security 
risks. The only feasible atrategy that 
can be expected to lead to the begin- 
nings of a peace process is Initially to 
Umit such risks to one front only. 
One of the conditions of such a 
strategy is that Israel be given suf- 
ficient time to test these risks before 
undertaking additional] ones on other 
fronts. On the other hand, this means 
that Israel should keep its options

Speiled out, this means striving for 
an agreement with Egypt in addition 
to finding an aceeptable formula for 
the eventual disposition of the West 
Bank and Gaza. The assumption of 
the Begin peace pian is that the offer 
of local autonomy to the Arab pop- 
wiation in these territories should be 
sufficient for Sadat. It may well be 
that this assumption is wrong and 
that more will have to be provided — 
perhaps some tangible evidence of 
Taraeli willingness to abandon “holy 
Arab jand" — but that can only 
emerge at the end --- and not at the 


beginning — of the negotiating 


process. 


WHAT SHOULD be clear at the out- 
set is that the American insistence 
on a plebiscite among the West Bank 
and Gazan Arabs after five years ig 
unacceptable. First of ali, the very 
idea of a plebiscite is meaningless in 
the non-democratic context of the 
Arab Middle Hast. But, more impor- 
tant, no plebiscite is needed to drive 
home the discouraging news that the 
Arabs in those territories are subject 
to PLO terror, and that the 
overwhelming majority are 
emotionally committed to the PLO's 
goal of annihilating the State of 
Israel. 

Secondly, Israel's readiness to 
conclude a risky, first-stage peace 
agreement with Egypt is a function 
of the perception of a greater 
American commitment to its securl- 
ty than has ever been given. One of 
the basic mistakes in American 
strategy since Carter took over is 
that the U.S. has done everything in 
its power to convey the opposite im- 
pression. The details are impressive- 
ly provided by Prof. Spiegel. The two 
points of most recent vintage that 
should be added are America’s 
brusque diplomatic abandonment of 
Israel at the U.N. over the recent ac- 
tion in Lebanon, and the un- 
mistakable imbalance in the exer- 
cise of U.S. pressure against Israel 
and Egypt in the last few months. 


‘There will be no getting away from 
the application of such pressure 
against Israel In the final stages of 
negotiations with Egypt. The open- 
ing positions of the two parties are 
simply too far apart for anyone to ex- 
pect a closing of the gap without such

pressure being applied at a critical 
point. 

But pressure will be effective only 
if it is applied wisely and ‘'even- 
handedly," so that the compromise 
that emerges will truly be a com- 
promise and not a one-sided solution 
that has been rammed down Israel's 
throat. It should be clear to the 
Americans by now that Israel will 
simply not be pushed in such a 
fashion. Their heavy-handed tactics, 
however, have created the impres- 
ation that they intend to try. 


AND FINALLY, American haste in 
pursuing its programme to turn 
Saudi Arabia into a major military 
power in the area, and to rearm 
Egypt, may frove to be the biggest 
short-term impediment that has to 
be overcome before there ls a 
breakthrough towards an agreement 
with Egypt. 

* Tt may be all but forgotten today 
that the major domestic critic'sm of, 
Begin's peace plan, when it was un- 
veiled in December, concerned his 
precipitate concession of the princi- 
ple of Egyptian sovereignty over all 
of Sinai. Begin, of all people, was
